FRENCH PETE. 
A Dispute at a Game of Craps 
Terminates Fatally. 


The Killing of a River Roustabout on the 
Levee Last Night. 


—  —— 


——— 


The police and Coroner were Still engaged 
in an effort to clear up the mystery surround- 
ing the killing of the little Italian boy yes- 
terday afternoon, when a telegram Was sent 
in informing the Chief of another crime 
shrouded in mystery. About 5:30 0 clock 
yesterday afternoon John Peterson, a river 
| roustabout, and a negro known by the so- 
briquet of “French Pete,” stepped out of the 
saloon at No. 311 North Levee, and a mo- 
ment later Pete raised a revolver against his 
companion’s side and fired a shot, which caus- 
ed Peterson’s death a few minutes later. In the 
excitement attendant on the shooting the 
murderer escaped and was last seen running 
down the inclined plane of the levee,where he 
vas lost sightof between the skids and 
freight piles. In answer to the telegram 
sent to headquarters Chief Campbell, 
‘Captain Fruchte, of the Central Dis- 
‘trict, Chief of Detectives Watkins, and 
two members of the detective force were soon 
on the scene,where they were met by Officers 
Duffy and MeCarty, who were attracted by 
the report of the pistol. A crowd of solemn- 
visaged roustabouts had crowded about the 
wounded man, whose life was fast 
ing away through a bullet hole 
under the right armpit. The Chestnut street 
patrol wagon arrived afew minutes after the 
shooting, but Peterson was already uncon- 
scious and gave utterance only to his death 
groans. The man was taken to the Dispen- 
sary, but life was already extinct? 
when the patrol wagon pulled up in 
the Citv Hall court. After an examination 
the body was taken ata slower rate to the 
Morgue. In the meantime the police began a 
searching investigation into the details of the 
crime, but without any satisfactory results. 
Peterson, according to Peter Ruga, the pro- 
prietor of the Virginia House, 
where the dead man boarded, 
was an honest, quiet, inoffensive negro 
who. plied the river between St. Louis and 
New Orleans. He was recently employed as 
firemen on the steamer Ste. Genevieve, and 
on last Thursday called at the Virginia 
House and told Ruga that he was “in” for 
the winter and had rented a room at Sixth 
and Locust streets. French Pete, who 
i known as Mobile Pete, 
is slightly known among 
the levee negroes. He has a bad reputation, 
and itis said made a living principally by 
stealing and robbing the ignorant roustabouts 
after they received their pay. 

HE IS DESCRIBED 
asa brown negro with a slab face, thirty 
years of age, five feet seven inches high; 
wore a heavy brown coat, blue shirt, 
black slouch hat and light brown pants, 
Yesterday afternoon Ruga had heard that 
the men quarreled over a game of craps, dur- 
ing which Peterson withdrew hurriedly, sup- 
wosably to get a_ revolver. To this 
Ruga attributed the murder of yesterday. 
Canvassing the witnesses was found to bea 
difficult task, as the negroes were very reti- 
cent about the matter. John Eagan and 
Dennis Regan were standing a few feet from 
the scene of the shooting. They 
heard no discussion and were = startled 
by the shot a few moments after 
the men appeared on the street. Both men 
ran to Peterson, who threw up his hands and 
fell forward on the sidewalk. A negro had 
seen John Van Bibben, the proprietor of the 
saloon at 311, take a revolver from Peterson’s 
body shortly after the shot was fired. When 
asked to produce the weapon the man 
readily did so, but without giving any 
explanation for What was construed to be 
an attempt to conceal the fact that the dead 
man was armed. This development goes to- 
wards substantiating the theory that French 
Pete feared trouble in consequence of the 
dispute over the game of craps and 
fired in the belief that Peter- 
son, who had been worsted in the 
discussion, intended to shoot him. No other 
explanation could be gleaned from the fright- 
ened roustabouts. Pete made a suceessful 
escape, leaving no clue to his where- 
abouts. Last night the detectives 
started out to hunt up a cause for the killing. 
Pete, it was said, had been living with a wo- 
man who could give his real name, and proba- 
bly some facts about the killing. Some ne- 
groes said she lived in the big yard near Cas- 
| tle Thunder, but she was finally traced 
j}to Sixth and Cerre streets. She was 
not at this last named place, however, nor 
were her whereabouts known to the colered 
people in the vicinity, who had not seen her 
for several days. She is an important wit- 
ness for whom the police will keep a _ strict 
| look-out.

The Proposed Change in the Constita- 
tion, to be Voted on November 7. 


Be it resolved by the Senate, the House of 
tepresentatives concurrigg therein: That 
at the general election to be held on the Tues. 
day next following the first Monday in No. 


vember, A. D. 1882, the following amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Missouri, 


concerning the judicial department, shall be 
submitted to the qualified voters of said 
State, to-wit: 

Section 1. The Supreme Court shall consist 
of six judges, and, after the first Monday ip 
January, 1883, be divided into two divisions, 
with three judges each, one to be called the 
civil and the other the criminal ‘side of the 
court. The divisions shall sit separately for 
the disposition of auses, any two 
judges of aside shall constitute a quorum, 
[The Chief Justice of the court = shall

“Sec. 3. After the first Monday in Janu- 
ary, 1883, the jurisdiction of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals and the election for Judge 
thereof, shall be restricted to the Eighth 
Judicial Cireuit, and after that time. it shall 
not have jurisdiction of any eriminal ease. 
Its decisions of all civil eases shall be final, 
except as otherwise provided in the next sec- 
tion, and the Judge oldest of comunission 
shall be presiding Judge of the court. 

“Sec. 4. Whenever it shall be made to 
appear to the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court that the St. Louis Court of Appeals 


,has within two months, rendered a decision 


contrary to some decision of the Supreme 
Court, he may cause to be issued the certior- 
ari of the Supreme Court to transfer the 
cause from the Court of Appeals to the 
Supreme Court for rehearing; on such re- 
hearing all the judges, both of the Supreme 
Court and Court of Appeals, or a majority of 
them, shali sit, and, if present, the Chief Jus- 
tice shall preside, and the cause shall then 
be determined by a majority of all the judges, 
and when thus’ determined it shall be of 
binding authority on both courts. 

Sec. 5. Afterthe first Monday in Janu- 
ary, 1883, no appeals shall lie to, or writ of 
error issue from, the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals in any criminal case, but all such cases, 
whether by appeal or writ of error, shall go 
directly to the Supreme Court. 

Sec. 6. Upon the adoption of this amend- 
ment the Governor shall appoint one addi- 
tional Judge of the Supreme Court, who 
shall hold office until the first Menday in 
January, 1885, and at the general election in 
1884 his suecesSor shail be elected, The 
Judges in office on the first Monday in Janu- 
ary, 1883, may determine who of 
them shall sit on the eivil and who 
on the criminal side of the court; 

Provided they do 30 by 2 p. m. of that day; 
failing in this the Governor shall immediate- 
ly assign them. After the first Monday in 
January, 1583, judges shall be elected to fill 
vacancies on the civil or criminal side, as the 
case may be, and with special reference to 
their fitness for that side in which the vacan- 
cy has or is to oeeur. 

Sec. 7. All provisions of the Constitution 
of this State, and all laws and parts of laws 
of this State, not consistent with this amend- 
nent, shall, upon its adoption, be forever re- 
scinded and of no effect,” 4

The improvement of educa- 
tion among women must needs lead them to 
entertain worthier ideas of marriage, and to 
give a more complete assent to the obligations 
which it involves. If it leads them also to 
seck and expect : high standard of merit in 
the intimate companion of their life,the result 
can ouly be most beneficial to humanity. If 
the improved judgment of a woman shows 
her thataman whom she might marry is 
brutish, cruel and averse to reason, and de- 
ficient in conscience, she renders a service to 
the numan race by not becoming a party to 
the transmission of his type. There is an in- 
sincerity as well as falsity in the statement 
so often forced upon us, that the function of 
maternity should be the paramount theme of 
women’s thoughts, and the supreme end of 
their lives. We have tried to show that, for 
civilized women, child-bearing is only justifi- 
able under strict conditions of respect, retine- 
ment and sympathy.

still a geographical term. Granting to Aus-

tralia the dignity of a continent. then Borneo 
Its_ size, 
indeed, combined with its form, has hitherto 
drawback. The other is- 
lands in the tortid zone present a great 
length of coast in comparison with their 
bulk, so that the interior is comparatively ac- 
cessible. Borneo, three time as large as 
Great Britain, which even the ancient geog- 
raphers observed to be meen sheng every- 
where by noble estuaries, drawing thence an 
augury ofits ocean dominion, lies like a 
round hulk across the equator. It was cred- 
ited with impermeable forests and swamps, 
thickly peopled with wild beasts and 
venomous creatures, and about 3,000,000 
“Dvaks’’—generally speaking, pirate robbers 
and murderers. Chinese and Malays had 
made settlements on the coast, ey as the 
Pheenicians and Greeks had on the shores of 
the Mediterranean. In our nursery days, 
Borneo was 2 waste, a casualty, not to be 
reconciled with any intelligent or moral idea 
of cosmogony. But so had New Holland 
been not long before. But there came rumors 
of its mineral and vegetable wealth. 

lt was only waiting for the o beng | 
and the man, and these came when Raja 
Brooke won the dominion of Sarawak, and 
founded the British colony of, Labuan. He 
proved at least the possibility of dealing with 
the natives on whatever terms they might 
prefer, whether peaceful or otherwise. In 
fact, he disenchanted the island, and Borneo 
is now a mercantile idea. As appears by the 
proceedings of the first general meeting of 
the- British North Borneo Company, there is 
now a British settlensent there, in very good 
hands, and undergoing the usual phases of 
colonial growth.

Jt is making and conclud- 
ing arrangements with various Australian 
and Chinese companies for passenger and 
mercantile traffic. Indeed, it appears that 
Borneo need no longer fear being out of the 
world. It will very soon have a complete 
judicial system. 5 about 400 miles 
from Borneo, appears to be the nearest point 
of the civilized world.. The island is known 
to abound in guttapereha and the other sub- 
stances now in increasing request for elec- 
trie cables. Its mineral resources have yet 
to be ascertained, but there is no doubt of its 
wealth in coal. Last, but not least, in the 
enumeration of its advantages, the company 
enjoys the diligent attention and the great 
abilities of Sir Rutherford Alcock, no novice 
in those regions and in such great under- 


takings.

OUR BOOK TABLE. 


A Charming Volume by Dr. Sam- 
uel Kinns. 
The Jean Ingelow Birthday Book-=A St. Louis 
Author in the Field--Books Received. 


KINNS, SAMUEL, PH. D. “The Harmony of the’ 
Bible with Science; or Moses and Geology.’. 
New York: Cassell. Petter, Galpin & Co, St 
Louis: H. R. Hildreth. 


In this volume Dr. Kinns has presented 
what is at once a very readable and avery 
valuable treatise, going to show just what 
the title indicates, the harmony of Genesis 
with geology. The question at issue between 
modern learning and the « mod- 
ern church fs ‘one which has called 
out a great deal of controversy and 
a great deal of literature. Dr. Kinn is by 
no means the first apologist of Genesis who 
has opened that track, but it certainly can 
be said for him that he has brought as much 
learning to the taskas any of his predeces- 
sors, and in addition to that he has econtribut- 
ed adelightful narrative style which will 
cause his book to be read with almost as 
much pleasure by those who oppose him 
in the argument as by those who are firm be- 
lievyers in the Inspiration that he indicates. 
Of course Dr. Kinns takes the old ground 
that the six “days” in whieh, according to 
Genesis, the world was created, are to be un- 
derstood as meaning wons of time, and cer- 
tainly he adduees much scriptural proof to 
show the vagueness of the word “‘day.”” His 
main argument is that the fifteen great crea- 
tive events, as taught by science, correspond 
in order with Genesis, and inthis fact he 
finds the main defense of his case. Any fif- 
teen objects can be varied in order 1,307,674,- 
368,000 times; it follows then that the 
chances would be more than a trillion to one | 
that Moses would not hit upon the correct 
consecutive order of the creative events were 
he not inspired by God. Thework then goes 
on to prove that this order is the same, and 
upon the thread of this central idea are strung 
the results of modern research fairly told, 
with exactness and with impartiality. 

Not with the hope of giving any adequate 
idea of the volume, but _— simply 
to. show how well Dr. Kinns 
can say what he has to say, we copy atfew 
extracts from his book. The invention of 
the safety lamp for miners is generally credit- 
ed to Sir Humphrey Davy. The invention 
should be equally attributed to George Ste- 
phenson. Here is the way Dr. Kinns tells 
the story: 


George Stephenson and Sir Humphrey 
Davy, without knowing anything whatever 
ofeach other. were, in the same year, en- 
deavoring by similar experiments to contrive 
a safety lamp, with this difference. however, 
that the miner was trying his experiments 
deep under ground in the dangerous galleries. 
of the Killingworth Colliery and the philoso- 
pher was working safely in his laboratory. 
George Stephenson thought nothing of his 
personal danger, for he would frequently go 


into a pit and make his experiments close to | 


one of the “‘biow ers” and when remonstrated 
with, would say, “Il must save pitmen’s 
lives.”” He also collected some of the tas in 
bladders and tried many experiments at 
home in his cottage after.his hard werk for 
the day was done. On the evening of 
the ist of October, just as it was getting 
dark, he found Mr. Moody, the 
underviewer of the mine, and his own son 
Robert, then only twelve years old, waiting 
forhim. With aface all radiant he held up 
his lamp, and, his hands almost trembling 
with pleasure as he filled it with oil, trimmed 
it onl lighted it. When he saw it burning 
clearly his eyes sparkled with joy, and, turn- 
ine to Robert, he said: “Run to Beaton and 
tell Nichol we are going down to the pit. to 
try the lamp.” It was 11 o’clock before they 
all got to the mine, and the man at the pit’s 
mouth had to be aroused from his first sleep 
to let them down the shaft. They then pro- 
ceeded to the foulest part of the mine, where 
gas was issuing from a blower and some deal 
boarding was erected around the gallery so 
as to confine the gas and render it more ex- 
plosive. Then all retired to a distance and 
waited for an hour until the gas had accnmu- 
lated to such a degree that a light 
coming in contact with it would cause an in- 
stant and violent explosion. Moody earnest- 
ly warned Stephenson of the danger he was 
running, but, lighting his lamp George told 
them cheerfully that he was prepared to run 
the risk. They drew back farther, and he, 
proceeded all alone towards the dangerous 
spot. Let us try to picture to ourselves this 
brave man pursuing his solitary way through 
those dark galleries at the weird hour of 
midnight and carrying with him a lamp. 
which would either prove itseli to be a most 
valuable boon to the poor miners or cause a 
catastrophe which might shatter him to 

ieces against the rough and jagged walls. 
jut still he goes, filled with noble and 
philanthophic thoughts, which leave no 
room in his heart for an _ atom 
of fear. He approaches the barricade and 
ean hear the deadly gas issuing from the 
“blower.” Still he flinches not, but steps 
within the awful inclosure, and sending 
up a prayer to his Heaventy Father, he 
watches the effect of the surrounding gas up- 
on his lamp. Presenty the flame grows dim- 
mer and dimmer and then goeS out. Liftin 
up his hands he exclaims from the bottom 0 
his manly heart. “Thank God, . pitmen's 
lives are saved!” 

And read this about the work of the bees: 


But I have something more to say about 
the bee. It carries home to its hive a quan- 
tity both of the honey and the pollen, which 
it manufactures into different substances for 
separate uses. The honey it deposits in cells 
constructed with mathematical exactitude, 
each being a perfect hexagon—one of the only 
three tigures of which numbers can be placed 
together without leaving any interstices. And 
further, the bottom of these cells are even 
still more wonderful, as I witlexplain. Ev- 
ery comb contains two sets of cells, 
opening on each of its faces. The cells of 
one side, however, are not exactly opposite 
those of the other; for the middle of 
each cell abuts against the point where the 
walls of the three cells meet on the opposite 
side, and thus the partition that separates 
the cells is greatly strengthened. This par- 
tition is not flat, but consists of three planes 
which meet each other at a particular angle 
so as to make the ceuter of the cell its dee 


est part. Of the three planes which consti- 
tute the floor - of each . cell 
one forms vart of the bottom 


of each of the three -cells against which it 
abuts on the opposite side. ow it ean 
proved, by the aid of a mathematical calcula- 
tion, that in order to combine the greatest 
strength with the least expenditure of mate- 
rial the edges of these planes should havea 
certain fixed inclination, and the angles form- 
ed by the bees were ascertained by the meas- 
urement of Maraldi to be 109° 28° antl 70° 32’, 
respectively. By the-very intricate calcula- 
tion of Kéuig it was determined that the an- 
les for such a purpose should be 109° 26° and 
0° 34°. Here was a wonderful coincidence! 
The bees and the mathematicians differed by 
the small discrepancy of two minutes of a 
degree or one ten thousand eight hundredth 
of the whole circle. sy: in- 
nitesimal space in so small a thing as a cell. 
Were the bees by this minute fraction at 
fault, or did the geometrician err? We shall 
see.

The any apple crop is the ‘‘worst in 
years ;” that of Germany and Belgium ‘‘very 
poor.’ The news from Canada is more hope- 
ful for consumers of this healthful fruit. 

The recently formed ‘Forestry Associa- 
tion of the Province of Quebec” promises 
wholesome results. ‘“‘Each member agrees 
to plant twenty-five trees every year.” 

Black corn has been roised in Livingston 
county, New York. It is described as being 
as black as an African, as sweet as sugar, 
and retains all these attributes when 
cooked. 

Barod Von Raub, Leon Springs. Texas,de- 
votes his fence ranch of 8, acres to Shet- 
land and spotted ponies, “to please’ the 
childeen.” They are said to be as “docile 
ascats,”’> andthe demand, “from all over 
the world,” outruns the supply. 

Secretary T. S. Gold’s latest report of Con- 
necticut agriculture contains a table showing 
that none of the farms in Middlesex county 
gave last vear a return of less than 5 per 
cent; several 20 per cent, and one so high as 
28. Which is encouraging ip these 3 per cent 
days. 

Of Mr. A. *J. Caywood’s Ulster Pro- 
lific and Poughkeepsie Red grapes a grower 
of many varieties writesus: “They are 
magnificent. The first seems to be about the 
best I have ever eaten,”” and headds: “A 
man who has worked hard all his life and 
produced such fruits is, 1 think, entitled to 
much credit.” 

The failure of the apple crop in Western 
New York is attributed to the cold, wet 
weather during and after blossoming. ‘The 
best app!es raised in this section are usually 
grown on heavy and cold soil,and on this 
iand the failure is worst. Apples were a long 
time in blossom, and the few that set were 
almost invariably stung by the codling moth. 


A man who wantonly wounded a bird with 
his rifle is reported by the Rural Canadian as 
having made this frank confession: “It flut- 
tered across the field, where I followed it, and 
found the panting sufferer at its nest, and the 
blood dripping upon its young. My ree 
flashed upon me in all its nakedness, and 
cringed under my reflections like a guilty 
butcher as I was.” 

The Farmer’s Review well says of Director 
Sturtevant and his speedily notable labors at 
the New York State Experiment Station: 
“He has achieved results surprisingly soon 
in comparison with most institutions of this 
sort. itis only when we remember the Doc- 
tor’s twelve years of work as an investigator 
at Waushakum Farm, on his own private 
account, that we see the reason for his suc- 
cess. Most men in similar positions have 
gone fresh from the college or laboratory, 
without previous experience as independent 
workers.” 

The grape fruit, which thrives in Florida 
and is at present but little known, is at last 
coming into notice. It belongs to the citron 
family, and bids fair to become.a rival of the 
orange and lemon. A correspotident writes 
of the grape fruit: It owes its name not to 
any likess to grapes, for itisa tree, and not 
a vine, the fruit is not small and in bunches, 
but in color like a lemon, in size and shape 
like a monstrous oe The name, then 
is due altogether to vinous qualities of 
the juice, which is said to make one of the 
finest native wines. The treeis the most 
beautiful of all the family, and the fruit, with 
the exception of the citron, the most gener- 
ous in size.

Some Peculiarities of the Homes of the 
Great City. 
London Cor. New York Sun, 

One London house differs from another 
London house only in point of size, for the 
same plan is followed, whether you inhabit a 
ma n at £1,500 a year ora villa at £60. No 
op: portico or covered entrance protects 

he street door. Even at the Mansion Hou 
on — days mere strips of red bunting an 
scattered saw-dust, suggesting the entrance 
toa circus, offer a doubtful protection to 
those who leave their cara on the. sli 
pery pavement and stand in the rain till the 
1all doors are opened to receive them. The 
wind rushes past you straight into the dwell- 
ing rooms, as no inner vestibule, placed at a 
convenient angle, offers any @mpediment ta 
the onslaught of the draught, and the outer 
air ae at last on the first landing, after 
sweeping up the stairs, which invariably face 
the front entrance. Winter and summer, 
whether three hundred guests are bidden to a 
feast which costs thousands or whether the 
old and delicate return from their daily air 
ing, no shelter is offered them. Wherever 
the gathering of carriages or the lan- 
tern of the linkman proclaims a_ social} 
assemblage, a little avenue of human one 
forms itself on the sidewalk, and while trail- 
ing velvet skirts and satin shoes get be- 
smirched in the tansit, their wearers must 
listen to the coarse and stupid comments of 
roughs and street loungers, who vie with each 
other in personal remarks. 

After ascending the stairs, which are steep 
and generally narrow, with the old hideous 
iron balusters and mahogany railings, you 
come to a landing on which open the two or 
three doors of the ae rooms, and you 
behold that abomination yclept a double 
drawing room—nota suit of apartments open- 
ing into each other, facing the same light, and 
having the same proportions, but constructed 
in the shape ofa grand piano, broad in the 
front and narrow in the back. ‘The smaller 
compartment gives upon mews, blank walls, 
or a hideous prospect,jwhich has to be stricily 
excluded by stained or unpolished glass, cur- 
tains and window conservatories a ding their 
quota of gloom to the prevailing darkness. 

“xcept where the shadows have been intensi« 
fied by painting’chocolate and dark red Pom- 
peian interiors, or where Burne dones hag 
painted lillies and sunflowers in stiff, sad 
vases. or Morris inaugurated peacocks walk- 
ing around friezes of green gold, the general 
decoration and furnishing of these houses ar@ 
ponderous and heavy. ‘The dining room 
must above all be massive. Any attenipt to 
introdnee light and air is considered as @ 
trait of unbecoming levity, and the pompous 
butler would refuse to officiate at a sideboard 
that did not weigh a couple of tons. When, 
during six weeks at a time, [Condon lieg 
shrouded in impenetrable fogs, the moral ef- 
fect of these highly respectable interlors is 


inexpressibly depressing and it seems as if.. 
a last heavy pall had been ruthlessly stretehs 


ed onthe ordidinary funeral trappings. 

Our bed-rooms are mostly inconvenient, 
small and meanly furnished. As we havd 
made it a criminal offense to throw open the 
doors of our ny Pee apartments to our 
friends; we do not deem it necessary to lavish 
any pains or expense on their decoration and 
furnishing. They areall done on one pat- 
tern; tidied in the same — = the upper 
housemaid. No comfortable chairs, books, 
writing materials, no traces of feminine voce 
cupation or presence, give any clue to thé 
tastes and hebits of their oceupants. The 
nurseries are relegated to the topof the 
house, and form a startling, painful contrast 
with the gorgeous rooms below. Nothing is 
too bad for the children. They may toil with 
their weary little feet up numberless flights 
of stairs: for them are the sloping attics, so 
cold in winter, so close in summer, with the 
narrow, high windows, out of which they 
cannot eveneatch a glimpse of the square 
underneath. ‘They herd day and night with 
the servants, listening to their ludicrous talk 
and witnessing their unrefined habits. What 
if they are brought down to dessert in unim- 
peachable costume for twenty minutes every 
night ?

“A True Story Told at Windsor Castle 
to Queen Victoria. 
From the Whitehall Review. 

[Shortly before Prince Albert’s death the con- 
versation at Windsor Castle turned on the ap- 
pearance of ghosts. The Marchioness of Ely 
narrated to the Queen what was then known of 
this extraordinary story.

About the middle of the eighteenth century 
there lived at Loftus Hail, in the county of 
Wexford, Charles Tottenham, a member of 
the Lrish Parliament, usually known as ‘’Tot- 
tenham and his ts,”" on account of a cel- 
ebrated ride which he took from Tottenham 
Green to Dublin at the time when it was de- 
bated in the House whether the sum of 
£50,000, the overplus of Irish taxation, should 
be retained for the benefit of the Lrish nation 
or sent as a gift to the English Treasury. 
Tottenham was ill and in bed when the news 
reached him. He immediately rose. and or- 
dering his horse to be saddled at once, set 
out on his memorable journey—eighty-six 
lrish miles. 

He arrived at the Parliament House, mud- 
dy and travel-stained, just before the ques- 
tion was put; but, being in undress, the 
usher et first refused him admission, as an 
order had been made that every member 
should attend in full dress or forfeit £50v. 
‘The Speaker, however, ruled that, as a mem- 
ber, he had a right to enter, but was liable to 
the penalty. Accordingly he came in just as 
he was, with his whip in his hand, and his 
long, heavy riding boots, and gave the cast- 
ing vote in favor of his country, thereby re- 
taining the £80,000 for its use. He at once 
became immensely popular. His picture was 
ae and engraved in his riding dress and

Loftus Hall was an old rambling mansion, 
with no pretension to beauty; passages that 
led nowhere ; large, dreary rooms, small ¢los- 
ets, Various unmeaning nooks and corners, 
paneled or wainscoted walis, and a tapestry 
chamber.

The poor girl never recovered from the 
shock, lapsing from one fit into another, and 
was earried to the tapestry .room, from 
which she peer an came forth, and where 

e n after died. 
tae becr of his Satanic Majesty got 
abroad, and many tales were told of how he 
continued to visit and disturb tye house. rhe 
noises, the apparitions and disturbances were 
innumerable, and greatly distressed and ter- 
rified old Charles Tottenham, his wife, and 

rvants. 

" ou give a portion of the letter of the 
reverend gentleman before alluded to, which 
he kindly sent me in reply to my inquiries on 
the aubject. He says: 

“The proofs given in your letter attest the 
presence of some spirit, but in my mind not 
conclusive that it was the young lady’s. This 
brings to my mind the traditions of the hall, 
in the locality of which I have lived for up- 
ward of twenty years. [remember convers- 
ing with one of the oldest retainers of the 
family. and she described that room in the 
house as being unused. I-made further in- 
qufries, but she could not tell how the fel- 
low with the cloven foot arrived there—but 
that he was there. and gave great annoyanee 
to the Hall family, se that they determined 
to call in the services of the parish peneet, of 
the name of Broders, who lived in the neigh- 
borhood about 100 years ago. He, it is said, 
used all the exorcisms of the Church against 
him. and after this his operations were con- 
fined toacertain room—the tapestry cham- 
ber. This I have heard from many, but par- 
ticularly from anold woman in Haggard, who 
was 106 er 108 years old when she died. She 
well recollected the priest above alluded to, 
and that the Tottenham family were ever 
after very kind to him to the day of his death, 
and afterward were so to the members of his 
family as long as his good services were re- 
membered. This latter part [ know to be 
true, andthe former 1 have no reason to 
doubt.” 

Here, then, we have traced from the date 
ofthe unhappy girl’s misfortune that the 
house was disturbed by something super- 
natural: that the head of the familv sought 
the aid ofthe Rev. Father Broders, the parish 
priest, to abate it; and further, that the 
tapestry room was the scene of these visita- 
tions.

The Marquis of Ely 
and his large family, with a great retinue of 
servants, filled the house to overflowing. As 
I passed the housekeeper’s room I heard the 
valet, Shannon, say to her: ‘What! I to 
sleep in the tapestry room! Never! I will 
leave my lord’s service before I sleep there! 

At once my former experience in that room 
flashed upon my mind. I had never thought 
of it during the interval, and was still utter- 
ly ignorant of Anne Tottenham ; so when the 
housekeeper had gone, I entered the room 
and said, “Shannon, do tell me why you will 
not sleep in the tapestry room, as I have a 
particular reason for asking you the ques- 
tion.” He looked at me for a moment and 
then said, “Is it possible that you do not 
know?”

She looked quite frightened and most 
anxious to avold the question, but at length 
hurriedly repliek: “Oh! Master George, 
don't talk about her; last night she made a 
horrid noise, knocking the billiard balls 
about.” 

I have thus traced with strict truth this 
most real and true tale from the days of 
“Tottenham and his Boots” to those of bis 
groeat-creat-crandson, 

In considering the very interesting question 
whether there is spiritual interference in the 
affairs of this world, which so very large a 
number of educated people positively assert, 
and which a great number as positively con- 
tradict, one or two remarks may help to sim- 
plify the matter.

“take the whole armor of ;” because “we 
wrestle against wicked spirits in heavenly 

laces.” 
” But the spiritual interference of departed 
men and women is quite another question, 
and very much depends upow the testimony 
and experiences of credible witnesses. In 
the tale which I have related not a particle of 
doubt or distrust can be thrown upon the 
testimony of four generations. ,

A POPULAR CRAZE. 


Genealogy and Heraldry Succeeding 
Estheticism. 


From the New York Mercury. 


“Genealogy and heraldry have become a 
popular craze,”’ said an explorer of genealogi- 
eal records and emblazoner of family coats- 
of-arms to a Mercury reporter yesterday. “If 

ou are not pressed for time, accompany me 
to my office, and I will convice you that the 
subject of armorial bearings has more devout 
apostles than intense wstheticism could ever 
boast.” While speaking, the man of heraldry 
had set out for his office, and a few minutes 
later it was gained. It is located down town, 
in ah old-fashioned building formerly known 
as the Manhattan Hote). 

“It requires both time and labor to turn out 
a complete family coat-of-arms,’ explained 
Mr. Usher the genealogist. In the begin- 
ning the oldest pedigree of the family must 
be obtained. Then a genealogical record is 

repared, and after all the material is at 

rand the task of putting all together becomes 
necessary. The shield proper is the ob- 
ject upon which the arms are displayed. It 
may be ofany form, with the exception of 
the diamond, which is reserved for ladies. 
The crest is a common adjunct to the shield, 
and consists of an object or objects placed 
above it. The wreath of torse is made of 
twisted ribbons of twa principal colors of the 
arms, and on which the crest rests. Many 
different‘forms are used for the helmet which 
is always placed between the shield and the 
crest: but the one usually preferred ‘is that 
ofan Esquire in profile of steel, with the 
visor closed and turned to the right side of 
the shield... 
THE MANTLINGS OR LAMBREQUINS, 

A small mantle attached to the helmet, are 
generally represented by crimson velvet or 
silk, lined with ermine of the colors of the 
arms, andis often cut ortorn to give the 
whole an irreguiar form. Lastly, the motto 
or cre-de-guerre, is a word or sentence upon a 
scroll generally placed below the shield.” 

‘“‘What families in New York who are con- 
sidered part and parcel of the first circles 
pensess armorial bearings?’ “To answer 

But the finestand most impos- 
ing that I now recall are the Vanderbilts, the

son G. Hunt, Cortland Palmer, Mrs. A. T. 
Stewart, August Belmont, Lawrence 
Jerome, A. Wright Sandford and F. Faik, 
and Superintendent Tousey, of the New York 


Central and Hudson River Railroad. Those) 


of the Livingstons are superb, being very 
chaste and of radiant design. The Palmers’ 
are complicated, but very fine. 

‘“‘As a matter of course, many of these are 
very costly, for tothe possessors of them 
money is a small object. They take a family 
pride in their coat-of-arms, and guard them 
as closely as though they were family plate.” 

“What class of persons do you regard as 
your best customers?” ‘*T'radesmen. As 
soon as a person acquires a competency he 
sets about gathering every scrap of his family 
history. This is not a difieult task, for there 
are agents like myself who will make all the 
necessary research. Sometimes the heraldic 
emblems are not satisfactory. Frequently 
there is a taint about them that can be read 
like an open book, and there is no way to ex- 
punge it. Whenever the bar sinister is en- 
countered the would-be patron arrives at the 
conclusion that his ancestors were no better 
than they should have been. I now recall 
one ludicrous case of this nature: Some years 
ago when Fanny Davenport found herself 
becoming famous she determined upon hav- 
ing her family coat-of-arms. ‘The late Mr. 
James Usher, who proved by genealogical 
records that Edwards Pierrepont was Joshua 
Munson was given the order to execute. The 
Davenport crest is surmounted by the head 
of a Welshman in a noose, and when the 
emotional Fanny discovered this she was 
yery angry. She desired that it be omitted 
but Mr. Usher firmly declined to do so. Then 
she said that the device was an insult, and 
declared that she would not have the armorial 
bearings of the Davenports fora gold mine, 
and she was as good as her word, for Mr. 
Usher’s son has the design abt the present 
time. 

“It is customary for ladies to go into ecsta- 
cies over acrest. Themore valiant it ap- 
pears the better thev are pleased, and seme 
are so carried away that they order the em- 
blems copied or photographed for the pur- 
pose of supplying their friends.” 

“Do you meet with persons who adopt the 
armorial bearings of another familf?’’ ‘At 
intervals. There are members of the shoddy 
aristocracy who find it difficult to procure an 
appropriate family coat. They invariably 
purchase soinething of a second-hand nature, 
and make a few alterations. The world is 
none the wiser, and if the purchasers are sat- 
isfied, why should not I be?” 


A Curious French Lawsuit.

Parts, October 8.—The recent death of 
Jules Noriac is likely to give rise to a curi- 
ous lawsuit. Shortly after his decease Mme.

: THE CROWN OF ENGLAND. 
n Victoria’s Three-Pound Bonnet 
" Precious Stones—Other Features. 
Col. John Cox Gawler died a few days 
in London, and Maj.-Gen. George Dean-F? 
C. B., an officer who has seen much service 
in the colonies, was appointed his rg paged 
in the office of Keeper of the Jewels in the 
Tower of London. The salary attached to 
the position is £500 a year, and the keeper has 
in his ward a remarkably valuable assort- 
ment of royal crowns and secepters and other 
ewels. The regalia of England, as n 
tanley tells us in his Memorials of Mag 
minster Abbey, were strictly Anglo-Saxon by 
their traditional names, there being the 
crown of St. Alfred and St. Edward, for the 
King, and that of Edith. wife of the Confes- 
sor, for the Queen ; the scepter with the dove 
recalling the peaceful days of Edward after 
the expulsion of the Danes; the gloves, a 
petual reminder of the abolition of the Dan- 
elt—a token that the King’s hands should 
ye moderate in taking taxes—and the ring of 
the pilgrim, wie which the King was wed- 
ed to his people. ‘om 
, At present “St. Edward’s Crown,” “St. Ed- 
ward’s staff,” and the “Crown of St. Ed- 
githa” are still the official designation of 
the chief of the regalia, but with the excep- 
tion of the ampulla or oil-vessels, angl per- 
haps the ring, none of those now existing an- 
tedate Charles Il. From the reign of _Ea- 
ward the Confessor to that of Henry VILL, 
the regalia were kept in the treasury at 
Westminster Abbey, and o: Dean is — p 
trusted with them for some time previou 
day of coronation. Henry VIII. divided the 
jewels between the Abbey and_ the Tower, 
sending the most presows of them to the 
fortress. Under the Commonwealth, in 1645 
and in 1649, the Treasury of the Chapter was 
forced, and the crown, scepter, sword and 
robes were placed on George Wither, the 
poet, who capers around “with a thousand 
apish and ridiculous actions, exposing those 
sacred ornaments to contempt and laughter. 
In 1649 the regalia. were sold off, ving 
been broken, defaced or melted down by or- 
der of the Parliament, and a new “‘outfit 
had to be prepared for the coronation of the 
Merry Monareh and Catharine of Braganza. 
Part of these narrowly escaped. capture on 
the 9th of May, 1671, when Col. Thos. Blood 
made his well-planned attempt to steal them, 
subsequently bamboozling Charles II. by his 
story of the tremendous conspiracy of which 
he formed a member, and by which he would 
be fearfully avenged, so that the King par- 
doned him, took him into favor, and gave 
him a grant of land, while the old keeper and 
his son, who were almost. killed in 
defending the jewels, got royal warrants for 
small sums, which they had to sell for half 
their face value. Queen Victoria’s crown 
was made in 1838 by the well-known London 
jewelers, Messrs.” Rundell & Bridge, with 
jewels taken from old crowns, and others 
furnished by her Majesty. It is thus official- 
ly described: “Itc consists of diamonds, 
pearls, rubies, sapphires and emeralds, set In 
silver and gold; it 1as a crimson velvet cap, 
with ermine border, and is lined with white 
silk. Its gross weight is 39 ounces 5 
pennyweights troy. The lower 
part of the band, above the 
ermine border, consists of a row of 129 
pearls, and the upper part of the band of a 
row of 112 pearls, between which, in front of 
the crown, is a large sapphire (partly drill- 
ed), purchased for the crown by hiS Majesty 
King George LV. At the back is q sapphire 
of smaller size, and six other sapphires (three 
on each side), between which are eight em- 
eralds. Above and below the seven sap- 
phires are fourteen diamonds, and _ around 
the eight emeralds 128 diamonds. Between 
the emeralds and the sapphires are sixteen 
trefoil ornaments, containing 160 diamonds. 
Above the band are eight sapphires sur- 
mounted by eight diamonds, between which 
are eight festoons consisting of 148 dia- 
monds. In the front of thecrown, and in 
the center of a diamond Maltese cross, is the 
famous ruby said to have been given to Ed- 
ward, Prince of Wales, son of Edward IIL., 
called the Black Prince, by Don Pedro, King 
of Castile, after the battle of Nejera, near 
Victoria. A. D. 1367. This ruby was worn in 


ithe helmet of Henry V. at the battle of 


Agincourt, A. D. 1415. It is pierced quite 
through, after the Eastern custom, the up- 
per part of the piereing being filled up by a 
small ruby. Around this ruby, in order to 
form the cro@s, are seventy-five brilliant dia- 
monds. Three other Maltese crosses, form- 
ing the two sides and back of the crown, 
have emerald centers, and contain 
respectively 132, 124 and 130 
brilliant diamonds. Between the four 
Maltese crosses are four ornaments in the 
form of the French fleur-de-lis, with four ru- 
bies in the centers, and surrounded by rose 
diamonds, containing respectively eighty-five, 
eighty-six and eighty- seven rose diamonds. 
From the Maltese crosses issue four imperial 
arches composed of oak leaves and acorns; 
the leaves contain 720 rose, table and _ bril- 
liant diamonds, thirty-two pearls form the 
acorns, set in cups containing fifty-four _ rose 
diamonds and one table diamond. The total 
number of diamonds in the arches and acorns 
is 108 brilliant, 116 table, and 559 rose dia- 
monds. From the upper of the arches are 
suspended four large pendant pear-shaped 
pearls with rose diamond caps, containing 
twelve rose diamonds, and stems containing 
twenty-four very small rose diamonds. 
Above the arch stands the mound, contain- 
ing in the lower hemisphere 300 brilliants, 
and in the upper 224 brilliants. the zone and 
are being composed of thirty-three rose dia- 
monds. ‘The cross on the summit has a rose- 
cut sapphire in the center, surrounded by 
four large brilliants and 108 smaller bril- 
hants. 

The “summary” of the brillants comprised 
isas follows: One large ruby, irregularly 
polished; 1 large broad-spread sapphire, 16 
sapphires, 11 emeralds, 4. rubies, 1,363-bril- 
liant diamonds, 1,273 rose diamonds, 147 ta- 
ble diamonds, 4 drop-shaped pearls and 273 
pearls. One estimate in detail makes the 
value of these precious stones almost £112,- 
000, without taking into account the gold in 
which they are set. The Agincourt ruby is 
popularly supposed to be worth £500,000, but 
apart from its historic value, would not bring 
more than a tenth of thatsum. A few years 
ago, however, it and two other stones in the 
Queen's possession were valued at £100,000, 
so that the detailed estimate already given is 
perhaps under the mark. The ampulla is an 
eagle-shaped receptacle of chased gold, 
weighing about ten ounces, with an accessory 
gold spoon, ornamented with four pearis. 
rhe coronation ring is a large table ruby en- 
graved with a St. George’s cross and set in 
plain gold. The regalia, it may be said, came 
near being destroyed at the fire in the Tower, 
October 30, 1841. They would have been sac- 
rificed but for the pluck of a_ police officer, 
Superintendent Pierce, “and he didn’t even 
get a royal warrant negotiable,at fifty per 
cent discount. .

Another Danger to Iron Ships. 
From the Montreal Witnesss. 


A rather singular occurrence has been dis- 
covered by the officers of the steamship Car- 
mona, now in port at Montreal. Lately, 
while the vessel was pitching in a heavy sea, 
daylight became visible in the iron rudder 
between the screw and the outside rudder 
frame. Closer inspection revealed the fact 
that a very large hole had beeneaten into the 
rudder, nearly four feet by three in dimen- 
sions. Notwithstanding this, she steered 
fairly and arrived without any drawback. 
The only solution of the problem what caus- 
ed the hole in the rudder is thatitis due to 
the galvanic action of a large brass nut at the 
end of the propeller shaft, and this having 
disintegrated the iron of the rudder, the ac- 
tion of the water washed away the iron piece- 
meal, until at length the large and dangerous 
hole was noticed. This is another of the 
difficulties iron ships have to overcome.

Insect Fiddlers. 
Harper’s Weekly. 

The sound producing apparatus fn some 
insects consists of a peculiar modification of 
the wings, wing-covers, and legs. Thus the 
praes-nopeet song is due to the friction 
produced by the first joint of the hind leg (or 
thigh) against the wing covers or first pair of 
wings—a kind of mechanism which has been 
aptly compared to a species of violin-playing. 
On the inner side of the thigh a row of very 
fine pointed teeth, numbering from eighty to 
ninety or more, is found. When the wing- | 
covers or first wings are in turn inspected, | 
their ribs or ‘“‘nervures” are seen to be very 
sharp and of a projecting nature, 
and these latter constitute the 
“strings,” so to speak of the vio-| 
lin. Both “fiddles” arenot played upon si- | 
multaneously ; the insect first uses one and 
then the other, thus practicing that physio- 
logical economy whieh is so frequently il- 
lustrated by the naturalist’s studies. Some 
authorities, in addition, inform us that the 
base of the tail in these insects 1s hollowed 
so as to constitute a veritable sounding- 
board, adapted to increase the resonance of | 
the song. And this latter Yeulty is still | 
more plainly exemplified in certain exotic in- | 
sects allied to the grasshoppers, these for- | 
eign relations having the bodies of the males | 
distended with air for the purpose of increas- | 
ing and intensifying the sound. Aegzdin, | 
whilst, as already remarked, itis the gentle- | 
men insects which produce the sounds, there 
exist a few cases in which the lady 
appear to emulate the violin-playing instincts 
of their mates. 

The locusts are perhaps the most notable | 
singers of their order. The locust’s song has | 
been distinctly heard at night at a mile’s dis- | 
tance from the singers. In this country the 
katydid (Cyrtophyllus concarus), a well- 
| known species of locust, is so named from 
| the peculiar sound of the song, which closely 

resembles the words “‘Katy-did-she-did.” It 
| begins its “noisy babble” early in the even-

‘time, however, Mr. Glick, the Democratic 
| candidate, aided by the State Committee and 
‘the dissatisfied Republicans, whose. name 1s

'work. Then came the result of the election 
|in Ohio, and this gave Mr. Glick and: his fol- 
lowers more courage and hope, and the work 
they have done since is simply wonder- 
ful.

**According to the custom of modern jour- 
nalism,’’ M. de Péne, of the Paris Gaulois, 
irofesses to have interviewed the Prince of 
Vales on his arrivalat Paris. ‘‘No sooner 
had he arrived at the station,” says M. de 
Péne, ‘“‘than he was accosted by two gentle- 
men. The one was the aythor of “The Bat- 
tle of Dorking’ and the other the author of 
these lines. Afterafew complimentary re- 
marks I asked him to tell me in brief what 
‘You for- 
get,’ saidthe Prince, ‘that England is a par- 
liamentary country, where, as one of your 
statesmen has said, the King reigns 
but does not overn. A ortiori, 
the Prince of Vales is the last 
person who could permit himself to have a 
personal policy. Itis to Mr. Gladstone that 
you should address a question that my 
august mother herself would decline to an- 
swer. 
rou especially love Paris, which is at once its 
1eart and brain; and it is both your right and 
your duty to love England. Is it, therefore, 
to be allowed that Egypt should embroil two 
neighboring powers so well suited to under- 
stand each other?’ ‘Indeed,’ said the Prince 
‘who has spoken of embroiling them?’ f 
don’t know if your Highness reads the Times,’ 
said L. ‘Sometimes,’ he replied; ‘as seldom as 
possible, IT confess. I much prefer the Figaro 
and the Gaulois,’ and as the Prince spoke he 
wointed to the two Parisian journals lying by 
is side. After thanking him for the compli- 
ment, Lecontinued: ‘I believe the Times and 
other great English newspapers—great, in- 
deed, by the surface of paper which they 
cover with ink—says France ought to be de- 
spoiled of all influence in Egypt; the Control 
is to be abolished, and the Suez Canal placed 
under purely English management!’ ‘Sir,’ 
said the Prince, with vivacity, ‘I love your 
country as you say; still more, 1 admire it. 
I also esteem M. de Lesseps, and have taught 
these two children, in accord with their mo- 
ther, to partake of amy sentiments.

They are, 
as you ought know, two powers entirely 
distinct.” ‘Yes, monseigneur,’ I said, ‘but 
it is necessary not to confound France 
with the Republic. The Republic will 
pass, like an article in the Times, but France 
will remain. Hers is the face, the Republic 
is the mask ; the carnival will soon finish.and 
the noble figure of our country is soon des- 
tined to reappear like the sun from behind 
the clouds. ‘Letus change the conversa- 
tion,’ said the Prince. ‘Do you know any- 
thing of Sardou’s moos at the Vaudevill 
and the pass Mme. Bernhardt is to fill” 
replied, trying again to lead the conversation 
wo a7 ae subjects. The Prince then 
brought the conversation toa close by say- 
ing : have never understood, for my part, 
the terrors with which the Channel Tunnel 
has inspired some of my compatriots.
